Wilson's datermination that the Dem-
ocrats at San' Francleco shall adopt a
platform demanding a Leagus of Na-
tlons without nullifying reservationa
was reflected to-night in a statement
by Secrotary of SBtats Bainbridge Col-
by, before he started for the conven-
tlon. Mr. Colby had just left a long
conference at the White House.

“I am leaving at midnight,” he sald,
“and will take the Twentleth Century
from New York to-morrow. I will
travel to San Francisco without stop.

“The convertion is golng to mest in
a serious and amiable temper to dis-
ougs matters of the highest moment,”
he added.

“What matters?” he was asked.

“Whall, T think some allusion will be
made to the Veraallles treaty and the
Leagus of Natlona! he smiled, “and
1 may say to you that I am In favor
of the Leaguo of Nations and the ratl-
fication of the Versalllos treaty.”

“With or without reservationa?" he
was asked.

“Without- any reservatlons, cer-
tainly, that are nullifying,” Mr, Colby
said, "and 1 don't belleve that the
document requires any interpretative
reservations, The document, in othet
words, is so clear that interpretative
reservations can hardly be neceasary.

“Howaver, If reservations or @Qaras
phrases will clarify, there Ia no abjection
1io them, but reservations which stultify
the main purpose of the leaguwe &nd negs-
tive the substance of the covenanl, are
things which no man sollcitods aboul
Ar:;mrllc‘a'n honor can take Into his reck-
oning."

Wilson 8t111 Uncompromising.

In view of the long conference which
Mr. Colby had with the President Lhis
statement of his position must be ac-
ceptad as accurately reflecting that of
the White House. It is the stand which
Mr. Wilson has taken ail along and is
Iimportant in that as Mr, Colby s the
jast of the Administration group to
start for the Pacifle coast (t shows the
ever uncompromlsing attitude of the
Fresident.
